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INTRODUCTION 


Each year an author index is published in the final issue of Dissertation Abstracts which includes those 
authors whose dissertations have been published on film by University Microfilms, or whose abstracts have 
been included in Dissertation Abstracts. The Index to American Doctoral Dissertations contains a listing of 
all dissertations accepted in American universities in partial fulfiliment of the requirements for one of the 
doctoral degrees, regardless of whether the dissertation itself has been published or will be published in the 
future. Any institution whose dissertations have not been reported in this Index is invited to write to University 
Microfilms, Ann Arbor, Michigan, so that its listings may be included in future issues. This invitation is ex- 
tended to Canadian institutions as well as to those in the United States. 


During the academic year 1959-1960, 9927 doctoral dissertations were reported by American universities. 
This is an increase of 632 over the previous academic year, and again is a record number. 


A check of the doctoral degrees granted, by broad subject fields, shows that the percentage of students in 


the various categories remains fairly constant from year to year. A ten-year summary of degrees granted is 
given below:

PUBLICATION, PRESERVATION AND LENDING OF AMERICAN 
DOCTORAL DISSERTATIONS 


The Association of Research Libraries has endorsed publication by microfilm and the publication of an 
abstract as one means of making dissertations available to scholars and research workers. Publication prac- 
tices are found in Table I. 

Many of the doctoral dissertations written each year are abstracted in Dissertation Abstracts and repro- 
duced in full as positive microfilm or as xerographic enlargements printed on paper. Institutions cooperating 
in this project are listed separately on the inside front cover of Dissertation Abstracts. Generally speaking, 
dissertations of these institutions may be secured direct from University Microfilms. 

Graduate schools not requiring the publication of their dissertations will usually lend these on interlibrary 
loan. Inquiries for such dissertations should be addressed to the holding institution through a reference library.
